INVADING CUBA. 


It appears from reliable news ob 


tained by the Navy Department that 
the Spanish fleet, which left Cape 
Verde some time since, and which was 
supposed to be on its way to Porto 
Rico, returned to Spain and is cow an- 
chored at Cadiz. This implies that the 
Spanish authorities rely on the shore 
fortifications and land lorces of Cuba 
to defend the island against the war 
vessels and invading army of the 
United States. 


The United States battleships and 


cruisers in Cuban waters have, so far, 
been unable to find a Spanish warship. 
Our Government has, therefore, de 
cided to send an army to Cuba. The 
regulars, which have been concentrated 
at Chatanooga, have been ordered to 
New Orleans, Mobile and 
Tampa, 


where, it is stated, tbey will be em- 
barked at once for Cuba, in fact sev- 
eral companies of infantry have al- 
ready left for Cuba, where tbey are ex- 
pected to act with the Insurgents and 
capture the Spanish troops or at least 
dnve them from the island. 


It 13 announced that General Fitz- 


hugh Lae, will be military Governor of 
Cuba. He will establish a State Re- 
publican Government on the island 
and restore peace to its people 
Ar- 


rangements will be made as soon as 
possible to feed the starving reooncen- 
trados and in a few weeks Havana may 
reasonably be expected to be under 
the control of General Lee and the 
American troops. 


With warships blockading the port 


of Havana, and the Spanish army be- 
leagered in the city, cut oft from es- 
cape by land by American troops and 
insurgents, and by sea by the blockad- 
ing fleet, Captain Blanco will have the 
alternative of surrendering or 
in the last ditch. 


BELLIGI!.R1<.N1S ANO AUK 
SUEZ 


CANAL. 


The New York World's London cor- 


respondent sends the following, rela- 
tive to the right of war vessels of belli- 
gerent nations to pass through the Suez 
Canal: 


"The convention between the Great 


Powers concluded in 1893, expressly 
provides that tbo canal Rhall be open 
to ships of all nations in time of peace 
or war, on condition that "no right of 
war, no act of ho-tility, or any act hav- 
ing for its object the^preparation or 
operation of war, shall be committed 
in the canal, or any of the approaches 
or ports of access. The vessels of war 
of belligerents shall not reviotual, or 
take stores in the canal or its ap- 
proaches or ports of access, except so 
far as may be strictly nacessary." 


If the Spanish fleet, now said to be at 


Cadiz, Spain, should go to the Philip- 
pine Islands by way of the Suez Canal 
it would have to sail at least 8,000 
miles to reach Manila. It could not get 
coal on the way, either at the ap- 
proaches to the oanal or elsewhere, 
and it would be useless without that 
necessary article. Meantime Dewey's 
fleet can be supplied with coal and 
ammunition from San Francisco, and 
with the land forces that will be sent 
wiU not be in any great danger of being 
captured by the Spaniard. 


SAH 
JUAJ 
BOMBARDED. 


A fierce Battle Foitt at 


Cartes, Cota, 


Five Americans Killed and a 


Torpedo Boat Disabled in 


the Fight. 


KEY WEST, May 12.—When the U. 8. 


nuuboat Hudson came up to the doek 
nere ttris morning the bodies of five 
men lay .on ber deck. They were those 
uf Ensign W. Bugley and four mem- 
bers of the orew of the torpedo bant 
Winslow which took part in an enuagtr 
tnent in Cardenas harbor yesterday 
aftei noon. The Stars and Stripes'oov- 
ered the bodies as they lay on the deck. 
In the cabin of the Hudson was Cap- 
tain J. Bernadon of the Winslow, who 
is slightly injured in the leg. Several 
other members of the Winslow's orew 
are severely injured. 


The dead are Ensign Worth Bagley, 


John Vorvols, oiler; Josiah Ttmueti, 
cook; J. V, Aoksand J.Daniel,firemen. 


The engagement took place in the 


harbor of Cardenas, the torpedo boat 
Winelow, the gunboats Wilmington 
and Hudson being the only American 
vessels engaged. 


They entered the harbor of Cardenas 


to attack a Spanish gunboat lying 
there and when within 3,500 yards 
opened flre on the Spaniard, the Wins- 
low and Hudson leading off. The firing 
commenced at 2:05 and lasted for over 
an hoar and was terrific. The Spanish 
gunboat returned the tire and the laud 
batteries sorm joined. From all si 
shot and shell poured in on the little 
torpedo boat 
The Wilmington and 


Hudson kept firing, bnt they could 
not abate the storm of death converg- 
ing on the small craft. At 2:35 a solid 
shot crashed into the hall of the Wins- 
low and exploded her boiler. She im- 
mediately began to roll and rock help 
lessly and a fe-ocioas cheer of triumph 
went up from the Spanish gunboat and 
a storm of fire was poured in upon the 
little boat. The Hudson ran up along 
Bide of the Winslow to aid ber by tak- 
ing her in tow, but just at this time a 
shot carried away ""the tiller of the 
VViualow and the flrejsf the--Spaniards, 
which had been wild suddenly be- 
came accurate as the little boat lay 
rolling on the water a stationary target 
for their guns. Finally the Hudson 
approached near enough to throw a 
line to the helpless boat. Ensign Bag- 
ley and six men nere standing in a 
group awaiting the line. Bagley called 
out, "Heave her; heave her," and with 
a smile he shouted, "Its getting too hot 
here for comfort." Just as the line 
was thrown a shell burst in the midst 
of the group and Bagley was killed 
stantly as well as some of the other 
men near him. One poor fellow fell 
forward over the' side, but his foot 
caught in the rail and his dead body 
was dragged on board. 


The Spaniards saw that they had 


made a telling shot and shouts of tri- 
umph again went up from the Spanish 
gunboat and batteries. 


Meantime the men on the Hudson 


were trying to make fast to the smaller 
boat, but the line parted. At last a 
line was made fast and the Winslow 
was towed oat of range and anchored 
and a surgeon l?rom the Hudson had 


Bay of Fundy, he was chased by a 
Spanish warship. She fired three shots 
at his vessel, bat the weather being 
uazy he ran away from her. 


NEW YORK, May 12.—A. special from 


Port de France Martinique says the 
American squadron of nine ships are 
bombarding San Jaun, Porto Rico. 
Dispatches to London and to Lloyd's 
from the Danish West Indies confirm 
the news. 


A special from Hong Kong says the 


gunboat Concord engaged a Spanish 
war vesaul off the Philippines and sank 
her. The fight lasted two hoars. No 
casnalities on the Concord. Only two 
more Spanish warships are afloat at 
the Philippines. 


JACKSOJS'S MESSAGE. 


In his recent message to Congress 


President MeKinley quotes from An- 
drew Jackson, but did not refer to the 
following extract from Old Hickory's 
message in opposition to the United 
States Bank :

loss of consciousness, occurring with' 
enfeebled and retarded action of the 
beort, as manifested by a slow and al- 
most imperceptible pnlse, extreme pal- 
lor of the face, especially the lipe, and 
n coldness and lividity of the hands and 
fast.

~ 'jo attack of ^consciousness is gen- 
• ily preceded by a feeling of (light 
u5en, a swimming before the eyes, 


noises in the ears, a fullness of the head 
and an indescribable feeling of "all 
goneness," of the extreme wretchedness 
of which no one can have any idea who 
has not experienced it in his own per- 
son. 


The voices of those around gradually 


become indistinct, objects grow dim, 
the breathing is oppressed, and finally 
darkness closes in, the masclea relas, 
and the sufferer passes into that myste- 
rious and awe inspiring state called nh- 
conscionsheRS. This lasts for a variable 
period and then the mind gradually re- 
sumes its supremacy, the patient coming 
again into possession of his suspended 
faculties, like one raised from the dead 
rather than like one aroused from slum- 
ber. 


In its essence the act of fainting is 


merely a symptom of anaemia of the 
brain, with which is associated a great- 
ly weakened action of the heart, both 
dependent upon some usually disagree- 
able impression from •without, such as 
the sight of blood, an unpleasant or 
very powerful odor, a sudden fright, 
pain, oppressive heat of the atmosphere, 
the receipt of bad news, less often a 
great and sudden joy, aud the like. 


Young women, people iu delicate 


health, the nervous and sufferers from 
heart disease are more prone to syncope 
than others, yet fainting may occur in 
tho strongest men from the effect of 
slight causes. 


Were it not so familiar a sight a per 


eon in a faint would fill the bystanders 
with terror, so closely does the condi- 
tion simulate death, but fortunately the 
state is one usually of short duration. 


The patient should be placed fiat on 


the back, with 110 pillow or support un- 
der the head. Those not in immediate 
attendance should keep at a distance, 
and fresh air should be admitted freely. 


The clothing should bo loosened about 


the tiack and the waist, the face should 
be fanned, and respiration- should be 
stimulated by flipping a few'drops of 
cold water on the face and chest. The 
bare chest and arms may also be slapped 
with u wet towel. Smelling salts may 
be held cautiously tinder the nose or a 
few grains of pepper blown into the 
nostrils. Any ordinary swoon should 
quickly yield to these simple measures. 
—Youth's Companion.

COSTLY EXECUTIONS. 


Cillg For Killing Criminals That Were 


Formerly Paid In Holland. 


Edam, in Holland, where the Dutch 


cheese coiues from, has a museum of 
local antiquities, aud among the not 
least interesting of the exhibits are the 
accounts of the municipal executioners 
during tha eighteenth century, says the 
London Chronicle. One of these func- 
tionaries, by name Vogel, presents a de 
tailed bill dated Dec. 19, 1713, iu which 
he sets forth a claim for 6 florins for 
one decapitation and 8 florins each fora 
sword aud winding sheet, with 8 florins 
14 cents for a coffin for the decapitatfid 
oue. His charge for hanging a criminal 
was also 6 florins, with the farther ad- 
dition of 8 florins for "cutting down 
and impaling ditto." "Breaking a man 
on the wheel" was a costlier luxury 
nnd ran to 9 florins, whilo for "supply 
ing nine new lashes for scourge" the 
charge was 37 florins. 


On the whole, however, Mr. Vogel 


was a moderate man in bis charges or 
the value of human life went up a good 
deal in the next 50 years, for in the no 
less circumstantial accounts of Johannes 
Ka, presented Aug. 1, 1764, we have a 
charge of 12 florius for "going on board 
the Hans and preparing instruments of 
torture," with a like charge for "tor- 
turing one person." But this must have 
been for the lesser torture only, as on 
Aug. 
80 the same Johannes sends in a 


bill for "torturing three persons at 76 
florins a head"—total, 
225 florins, 


while a few days later no less than GOO 
florins is charged for "hanging four 
persons at 150 florins each," and for 
"flogging two persons and burning a 
third" he exacts 150 florins. Clearly 
considerations of economy, if not of hu- 
manity, must have tended toward the 
reform of the criminal code in Holland.
